In the convention for an armlistice, agreed
upon between M. Jules Favre and Counnt Bis-
marck on January 28, was included the follow-
ing provieion:—

‘eMilitary operations in the territory of the De-

riments of Doubs, Jura, and Cote 4'Or, as well
as the siege of Belfort, shall continue lndependently
of thia armistice, untll an agreement 18 arrivaed at
regarding the lines of demarcation, the tracing of
whicn through the departments mentioned 18 re-
served for an ulterior understanding.”

An offer was made by Bismarck, during. the
il negotiations, to extend the armistice to this
section of France, but M. Favre refused to
agree toit, as the surrender of Belfort was de-
manded as one of the conditions. So, while
military operations have been suspended alto-
gether throughout the rest of France, the
struggle bas still gone on in the district sur-
rounding Belfortl, to culminate, as might have
been expecled, in the final surrender of that
foriress.
The Fortress of Helfort.

Belfort or Befort Is a strongly fortified town
of aboul 8000 inhabitants, in the Department of
Haut-Rhin, on the Bavoureuse, about 35 miles
west of Basle, in Bwitzerland, and 75 miles south
of Btrasburg. It has a fine church, a college,
a public library with 20,000 volumes, and several
important iron foundries and wine factories.
It has always been regarded as a highly impor-
tant point in the military system, and for six
hundred years saw many changes in ownership,
Finally, in 1648, it was ceded to France by Aus-
tria, under the treaty of Westphalla, and from
that time to the present remained in undisturbed
possession of that eountry. Vauban then took
the defense In hand and enclosed the town and
citadel within a bastioned enceinte
by which the former was completely

1 hidden from view. Butthe defensive works,
as they stood at the outbreak of the war, were
only completed about forty years ago, when

General de Bellonet added two additional lines

or circlee of defensive works, by means of

which Belfort was supposed to have become
almost as strongly fortified as Strasburg and Metz.
i Nature, indeed, had done as much as art for
g the defere of the Eplace. The citadel
[l stocd upom a steep reck, and in addition
N there was the Roche de Belfort, or Rock of
l Belfort, which rises at its highest point to an
elevation of two hundred feet above the river
Bavoureuse. The town was furthermore de-
fended by a permanent fortiied camp, capable
of containlng twenty thoutand men. Its rail-
way communlcations were also of the most Im-
poriant character, the town being the junuction
of three lines, those leading to Parls, South-
eastern Fraunce, and Bwitzerland.
Its Position In the Military systom of France
i The declaration of war against Prussia at
once rendered Belfort one of the most import-
ant military points in France. Bituated at the
southern extremity of the Vosges Mountains, It
defended the passes between Southern Alsace
and the valley of the Doubs, especially the road
called the France de Belfort, which ia the key
to the passes between the Vosges and the Jena.
The passes are rendered very narrow by a pro-
jection in the Bwiss frontier just to the south-
east of Belfort, bringiog it within fifteen miles
of the border. But they presented one of the
most practicable paths for an advancing upon
the eapital, and once penetrated, the enemy
- would have entered upon a flat
and open country, with bul one imporiant ob-
glacle in the way of a direct march upon FParis
—the fortified town of Langres, sltuated near
the source of the Marne, about 85 miles W.NW,
of Belfort.

The defense of Bellort was therefore a matier
of vital lmportance, and the fortress became the
extreme southern polntof the French line at the
outbreak of the war, General Felix Douay, com-
mander of the Tth Corps, making It his Lead-
quarters.

The Slege of Belfert.

There were some unimportant milliary move-
menis in the neighborboedel Belfort during the
earlier weeksa of the war, but it was not uantil
about the lst of November that the Germans
laid formal slege to the place, There was an
engagement In the viclnity on November
2, and omn the B34 the place was
regularly invested. General Treskow was in
command at the time, but he was subsequently
superseded by Gemeral von Werder, who rein-
forced the besieging army with a large portion
of the forces which had been In the slege
of Strasburg, consisting principally of SBouth
German troops. A regular approach by earth-
works was necessary, by reason of the formida-
ble character of the fortiGeations.

On the 16th of November, and again on the
284, the garrison made sorties which were un-
successinl. About the first of December the
German lines were so far advanced that the
bombardment began, but the garrlson made a
determined and herole resistance, and the be-
slegers suffered great loss. Boon after the bom-
bardment began, the Germans attempted to
earry the works by storm, but were
beaten off. The neighboring heighis, however,

enfailing eerious loss upon the Germans, whose
wounded suffered grestly from the Intense cold.
About the middle of December a form'dable
army under General Bourbakl was despatched
to the Vosges, to confront Von Werder and
raise the slege of Belfort. Dijon, which had
been occupled the second time by the Gearmins
on the 80th of October, was evacuated on the
approach of the French, and ocenpled by Garl-
baldi'e forees on December 20. On Jaauary 9
Bourbakl was defeated at Villersexel, 20 miles
W, 8B, W, of Belfort, and on the 15i(h Von
Werder successfully resisted a fierce assault on
his poeition south of Belfort. Bourbakl re-
newed the attack on the 10th and 17th, but
sustained o damaging defeat on both oceasions,
with heavy loss. He then withdrew his baffed
army from the lmmediate vicloity of the Ger-
man forces, and eontented himszelf for some
time with outpost skermishing, But, disheart-
ened by his failure in raislng the siege, Bour-
baki attempted to commit sulcide, and was re-
lieved of his commaud by General Clinchart,
who arrived too late to turn the tide, and, when
& [formidable army under General Manteuflel
arrived on the scene to succor Vom Werder and
Treskow, lound himself hemmed in between the
two opposing forces, with no chaoce
of escape. A series of engagements ensued
during the three closing days of January, in
which the French loss In prisoners reached
15,000. About 8000 men, under Garibaldi,
escaped to the south, and the remalnder of the
French army, numbering about 65,000, in a
completely demoralized and disorganized con-
dition, crossed the border into Bwitzerland on
the 1st of February, and laid down their arms.
The armistlce not being extended to the
country around Belfort, the destruction of
Bourbaki's army eealed the fate of the heroic
town. The second parallel of the besiegers
was opened on the 24 of February, the bom-
bardment was still kept up with great vigor,
and there being no hope or prospect of relief from
without, and further resistance being im-
possible, the fortress caplitulated on the 14th,
the garrison being permitted to march out with
all the honors of war. And nows Belfort fol-
lowe in the path of Strasburg and Metz, passing
again under German dominion, where It is
likely to remain for years to come. Its fall is
eecondary In lmportance only to that of Btras-
burg and Metz, and the Germans have now
undisputed possession of Alsace nud Lorraiae.
